On or about August 12, 1969, Mr. Peter Bernard, 
attorney for Eric Lindberg, visited this office in his 
capacity as an attorney for the referred-to defendant. At 
this time Mr. Bernard was interested in the rehabilitation 
of a 19 year old boy, who was charged with armed robbery 
in the Criminal District Court for the Parish of Orleans. 
Mr. Bernard represented to you and I that Eric Lindberg was 
a candidate for rehabilitation under the Federal Program 
NARA. In order for Eric Lindberg to be assigned to the 
rehabilitation program, it was necessary that he receive a 

( Suspended sentence as a result of the current charge. AN 
recent decision of the Louisiana Supreme Court, initiated \ 
by the New Orleans District Attorney's Office, held that J 
one charged and one who is convicted under Paragraph 14:6 Ai 
cannot received a suspendedsentence . * 


This office has in its possession a progress 
sheet, dated June 23, 1969 (2 days before the armed robbery) , 

from Dr. Wells Buddington, psychiatrist from DePaul Hospital 
which states in part as follows; 

" . . . in view of his uncontrollable behavior 
and complete inability to adapt, I feel he needs 
long term institutionalization. 11 

In order for the defendant Eric Lindberg to be 
eligible for the Federal Rehabilitation Program it was the 
decision of this office to accept a plea of guilty to simple 
robbery. The conditions upon acceptance of the simple robbery 
plea were that Eric Lindberg spend no less than three C3) 
years in or private institution, which 

’Fiis father had guaranteed. Further condition was that the 
victim receive restitution for the $165.00 which was taken 
in the armed robbery.

The decision of this office to accept a plea 
of guilty to simple robbery would have allowed the defen- 
dant to seek rehabilitation and, if successful, then our 
decision was in the best interests of the community and 
in the rehabilitation of a 19 year old boy. This decision 
is also based on the fact that a very lengthy, complicated, 
and costly to the State of Louisiana, series of hearings 
would have had to be held to determine the sanity of Eric 
lindberg at the time of the trial and at the time of the 
commission of the armed robbery- If Eric Lindberg is not 
rehabilitated as a result of his conviction to the Federal 
Rehabilitation Program, upon his return he will have to 
spend five years in Angola for the crime of simple robbery 
which will run consecutive to the Federal sentence, and a 
five year narcotic probation in Jefferson Parish which 
will be revoked.

On March 3, 1967, I received a call from Mr* Fred Myers, 
who is a Vice President of the Gregory-Sal is bury Company* Mr* Myers 
stated that shortly after the assassination of President Kennedy 
he moved to New Orleans and opened an office at 820 Julia Street* 

Often after work he would go to Charlie's Bar on Carondelct Street 
for a draft beer* While in this bar on one occasion, he met a 
deaf mute he had known from ’Monroe, Louisiana* At this time Mr* 

Myers bought this man a meal and began to communicate with him* 

The mute was probably a seaman at this time. The mute conversed 
with Mr* Myers by writing on napkins found in the bar and restau- 
rant* The mute told of seeing OSWALD in the place on many occasions* 
He also recalled haying seen OSWALD in there with a girl from the 
Louisiana State Library * On one occasion the mute was in the bar 
and restaurant when OS WALD was in there with other people and they 
ware discussing the assassination of the President* The mute read 
their lips and rememberd what they said. He wrote this dow n on 
the napkins and gave them to Mr. Myers* Mr* Myers went to the FBI 
but was given no real encouragement* Mr. Myers stated that he kept 
these napkins for approxima tely 1^ years but finally destroyed them* 
This man is definitely not a crank, and holds a very responsible 
position with probably the second largest manufacturers represen- 
tative firm in the country* He does not know the mute's name but does 
know he cams from Monroe,, Louisiana, and feels that Charlie might 
know who the mute was and where he might t >2 contacted.

At 11:30 A. M. on March 28, 1967, Fenner Sedgebeer, 
Louis Ivon, and X interviewed MR. CHARLES VILLAS- MR, VILLAS 
was the owner and operator of Charlie's place Restaurant located 
at 640 carondelet Street in the summer of 1963, It was at this 
location during this period that MR- FRED MYERS, referred to in 
my memorandum dated March 6, 1967, met a deaf mute he had known 
in Monroe, Louisiana. The mute told MR- MYERS of seeing LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD in the restaurant on various occasions in the 
summer of 1963- Additionally, he related by writing on napkins 
details of an alleged plot he observed OSWALD and others die- 
cussing in the restaurant. 

MR- VILLAS recalls a deaf mute who was patronizing 
his place of business about this time, but does not recall his 
name or where he worked or lived at that time. However, he gave 
us the following description: brown hair, approximately 5*8" to 

5’ 9" tall, slightly built with a thin hollow face, clean shaven, 
he always wore a cap or hat, usually came into the restaurant 
about 5:00 or 5:30 P. M . , and was always by himself- MR- VILLAS 
remembers the man principally because of the fact he always used 
napkins found at the various tables at the restaurant to com- 
municate with the restaurant personnel and others who might be 
seated with him- V 

MR. VILLAS stated to us that though he could not be 
positive when he first saw OSWALD'S pictures after the assasin- 
ation, he felt that he had seen the man before. This possible 
sighting would have taken place in his restaurant, but as stated, 
he could not positively state that he had been in his restaurant -

I have just attempted to contact MR. MYERS by phone, 
but he was out of the city of Baton Rouge and was not to return 
until later tomorrow afternoon. Therefore, Thursday I shall call 
him and attempt to get a description of the mute he is referring 
to and see whether or not he is the same mute described by 
MR, VILLAS. Also, I shall attempt to get further details on his 
meetings with the mute, and the mute’s possible location at this 
time ,

He possesses arms to com- 
bat physical rebellion* Be possesses force to prevent the rising of unity 
among the free thinkers * But he does not possess neither of the two to 
contest and combat the vivid truth, and because of this lack, he would 
never allow one such as I to commence in spreading the gospel (my kind of 
gospel) to the sheep who unknowingly graze upon the synthetic pasture of 
wisdom. He is knowingly aware that I would indeed lead them into the right- 
eous pasture of wisdom* Cnee there he would bee distantly exposed to consis- 
tent explanation of which would not be to hio particular liking, 

Then again, perhaps, this is really not the proper or secure 
thin” to do. Sheep have a tendency to panic when the wolfpack is openly 
revealed to them* I often wonder if they are ready for such an exposure* 
History is deo$§ving, and the deception of history has always led them to 
what has seemed to them, the brightest and greenest pasture. It would be 
like telling a child on Christmas Bve that Santa Claus is a rat-fink and 
that no toys shall appear come the dawn* I really do not t hink they are 
really ready or will be ready to face reality for some time to come* Shall 
we allow the past el ed color of fantasy to continue and eventually descend 
into complete and frightening robotic existence, or begin to build the 
barrier against it. 

At times I think of myself as being selfish, but also I begin 
to question as to what side of me is selfish* Is it selfish to remain the 
rebel and the fugitive, or is it selfish not to allow thorn to captivate 
all in fear that if they control all existence, they shall also swallow 
and devour my individualism. This has always been a difficult and interest- 
ing analysis of the present status* It is somewhat like the gigantic ice- 
bergs in the north and south poles , If on© is to melt and destroy them too 
rapidly, then in the desolvement, the excessive cubic feet of water shall 
undoubtedly rise and rush over the land. If the iceberg is permitted to 
remain, then too, it shall eventually begin to cover the land* //hat is the 
lesser of the two evils Ric? Hellava hypothesis isn't it? 

I shall of course keep in touch, however, and wherever possible, 
for I feel that we not only have the great possibility of doing great 
things, but eventually will accomplish gre at things*

Kennedy of Hew Turk became the third 
national political leader alaln by a military- indue trial-poaiti- 
oil complsx Supergovorncient I hare called the industrial state, 

1 urged you to make yourself available for a draft for a govern- 
ment of national union. 

It may give you acme confidence in ay probability projections in 
the study I enclosed, '* Assassinations of the Industrial State” to 
realise that as early as June 6th I forecast that both you and 
Senator McCarthy and your respective followers in the American 
electorate, although a successful majority If their voting strengths 
wertv combined, would loss their initial "new politics - coalition 
c«g>algns, Without going into a detailed analysis of the reasons 
wiy, 1st me siy that I viewed the opposing Complex strategy mipsr- 
lor because they had selected their own prepared battlegrounds In 
the two conventions and in the four political parties using ths 
Bouse of Representative* as an alternative battleground in ths 
event that no one aged nee cane up with a majority of electoral 
votes. 

My following of C duplex political strategy for the last two decades 
enabled ms to forecast their successful strategy In the 1968 con- 
ventions and to propose potentially successful counter-strategy 
in time to be is^lmnented if iwnediate action is taken* lour In- 
stincts were correct in tracing the *new politics - of appeal 
directly to the people, the majority of which are now Informally 
regrouped into new political alignments net adequately represented 
by either of the old parties nor ths hew racist party.

Tou and Senator McCarthy have astonishingly similar foreign policy 
views on disengagement from the war in VIetnma and higher priorities 
for gross national product investment to solve the oriels of our 
cities. Robert F. Kennedy had a similar program and his name should 
be Invoked la campaigning for the program of the new politics. 


Immediately after the June 5th assassination of Robert F. Kennedy 
I projected that both your failure end Senator McCarthy's failure 
to achieve the nominations of their respective parties as well as 
failure to adequately influence their respective party platforms 
would badly disappoint a real majority of the American el sot or As. 
I alee forecast the emergence af a fourth party. The danger wee 
anticipated that this would play into the hands of the Complex. 
Thus conscientious new politics advocates and Ccmpleoc infiltrators 
interested only in preserving the HlxcHa-Agnew-Thuraand-Wallace 
right wing power could be expected in the same party and would be 
competing far control.

First of all, "either Rockefeller nor McCarthy need abandon their 
own parties by lending their names to a national union ticket *

black leader of non-videni change in our cities demands an 
adequately funded Independent congressional Investigation of the 
CIA.

The best part of the plan, however, Is that the strategy could net 
lose ae far as minimum objectives are concerned If m true national 
union ticket of known candidates of ether parties were fielded in 
the November election. Both national union candidates could qual- 
ify the use of their canes by reserving the right to publicly with- 
draw even after their names were on the ballot in the event that 
their followers received the benefit of adoption of minimum policy 
positions by the major party candidates- The miniums position could 
possibly be acceptable Vietama and cities policies plus an investi- 
gation of the Cl A. 

This flexibility of position would benefit both the political car- 
eers of the national union ticket nominee 3 and the initial establish- 
ment of the New Party.

The new polities comae In an unprecedented political year. An un- 
precedented nor politics strategy is required especially in Ties 
of the unprecedented Complex strategy of playing four political 
parties to affect minority rule. Party regularity must be secondary 
in ibis years. If party nominees do not demonstrate this independence 
of party regularity* hew can rank and file voters be expected to cross 
traditional party lines and traditional party conventions to begin 
the new politics advocated by party nominees? With l ittle ever a 
third of the nation's voters registered in the Republican Party, 
party regularity is a defeatist argument that you can exploit with 
Republicans, 

Governor Rockefeller, may I respectfully call to your attention 
the fact that you and your followers for which you have responsib- 
ility have nothing to lose* Ini Democrat. I assure you that 
an unprecedented number of Democrats would Join liberal Republicans 
to draTt you if you will accept the challenge. 1976 after two 
terms of fiston will be too late. If the Democrats win you ws*£ 
will find that you will have had to expose yourself to the same 
political risks in 1968 as McCarthy to enjoy the confidence of the 
younger generation of voters. It was the political risks that 
McCarthy incurred in fighting "the establishment 11 that endeared him 
to that generation. 

You have already risked and lost a substantial fortune to popularise 
the "new politics** which has been very effective aa confirmed by the 
public opinion polls* However* for a man as wealthy as yourself 
this is net considered a major risk by young people and Democratic 
voter e. Taking political risks in 1966, however, can bring forth 
an emotional reaction in your favor which, if not successful in 
1966 can surely be successful In 1972 after the 1968 risk.
